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^An  ACT  for  the  better  Viewing,  Searching 
and  Examining  all  Drugs ,  Ate  die  hies.  Waters,  Oyls, 
Compoftions ,  ujed  or  to  be  nfed  for  Medicines  in  all 
Places  where  the  fame  fhall  be  expofed  to  Sale,  or  kept 
for  that  Purpofe ,  within  the  City  of  London  and  Sub¬ 
urbs  thereof,  or  within  Seven  Miles  Circuit  of  the 
fa  id  City  :  And  alfo,  For  the  Providing  a  Remedy  for 
the  Prefident  and  College  of  Phyficians  in  London,  to 
have  the  Bodies  of  Perfons  executed  for  Felony,  or 
other  Offences,  within  the  City  of  London,  or  Coun¬ 
ties  of  Middlesex  or  Surrey,  according  to  the  Char¬ 
ters  therein  mentioned :  And  for  the  better  Enabling 
the  Faculty  of  Phyjick  in  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge, 
to  take  the  Bodies  of  Perfons  executed  for  Felony  and 
other  Crimes ,  in  the  Counties  of  Cambridge  and  Hun^ 
tington,  for  Anatomical  Diffe&ions . 

King  Henry  VIII.  by  his  Letters  Patent,  under 
the  Great  Seal  bearing  Date  at  Weftm'tnfter ,  the 
Twenty  third  Day  of  September  in  the  Tenth  Year 
of  his  Reign,  for  the  Common-wealth  of  his  Realm, 
in  due  exercifing  and  praftifing  of  the  Faculty  of 
Phylick,  and  good  Miniftration  of  Medicines  to  be 
had,  did  eredt,  found,  and  eftablifh  a  College,  Com¬ 
monalty,  or  Incorporation  of  Phyficians  in  the  Ci¬ 
ty  of  London ,  to  be,  remain,  and  have  Exiftence  for 
Ever.  And  by  the  fame  Letters  Patent  did  further 
give  and  grant  unto  John  Chambre ,  Thomas  Li  nacre, 
Ferdinando  de  Viftcria,  Nicholas  Ha  If e  well,  John 
Franck ,  and  Robert  Taxley ,  then  learned,  difereet,  and  profound  Pradlicers  in  the 
Faculty  of  Phyfick  in  the  faid  City  of  London ,  that  they,  and  all  of  the  faid 
Faculty  of  Phyfick  of  and  in  the  faid  City  fhould  for  Ever  thenceforth  be  in 
Name  and  Deed  one  Body  and  Perpetual  Commonalty  or  College.  And  further 
by  the  fame  Letters  Patent,  did  give  and  grant  unto  the  faid  College  and  Com¬ 
monalty  full  Power,  Ability  and  Authority  for  Ever,  annually  to  eledl  and  make 
One  of  the  faid  College  or  Commonalty  to  be  Prefident  of  the  faid  College  or 
Commonalty,  for  the  taking  care  and  governing  thereof  for  that  Year*  And  that 
the  fame  Prefident,  College  or  Commonalty  fhould  have  perpetual  Succeflion,  and 
a  Common  Seal  for  the  Service  of  the  faid  Prefident  and  Commonalty  for  Ever. 
And  by  the  fame  Letters  Patent  did  alfo  further  give  and  grant  unto  the  faid 
Prefident,  College  and  Commonalty,  and  their  SuccefTors,  that  they  the  faid 
Prefident,  College,  or  Commonalty,  and  their- SuccefTors,  might  lawfully,  and 
without  Danger,  make  among  themfelves  lawful  Afiemblies,  and  Statutes,  and 
Ordinances  for  the  good  Government,  Overfeeing,  and  Corretting  of  the  faid 
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College  or  Commonalty,  and  of  all  Men  exercifing  the  fame  Faculty  in  the  faid 
City,  or  within  Seven  Miles  Circuit  thereof,  as  Neceflity  lhould  require,  when, 
and  as  often  as  there  lhould  be  Occafion-,  And  that  none  lhould  exercife  the 
faid  Faculty  in  the  faid  City,  or  within  Seven  Miles  Circuit  thereof,  unlefs 
licenfed  thereunto  by  the  faid  Prefident  and  Commonalty,  or  their  Succeffors, 
for  the  Time  being*  by  the  Letters  of  the  fame  Prefident  and  College,  fealed 
with  their  Common  Seal,  under  the  Penalty  of  One  hundred  Shillings  for  every 
Month  in  which  he  lhould  exercife  the  faid  Faculty  without  being  fo  licenfed. 
Half  thereof  to  be  applied  to  His  faid  Majefty,  and  His  Heirs,  and  Half  to  the 
faid  Prefident  and  College.  And  by  the  fame  Letters  Patent,  did  further 
grant,  That  Four  Perfons  lhould  Every  Year  be  chofen  by  the  faid  Prefident  and 
College,  for  the  Time  being,  and  their  Succeffors,  for  Evgr,  who  lhould  have  the 
fupervifing  and  fearching,  corredting  and  governing  of  all  and  every  the  Phyfi- 
cians  of  the  faid  City  ufing  the  Faculty  of  Phyfick  in  the  fame  City,  and 
other  Foreign  Phyficians  whomfoever,  in  any  manner  ufing  and  pradifing 
that  Faculty  of  Phyfick  within  the  faid  City,  and  the  Suburbs  thereof,  or  within 
Seven  Miles  Circuit  of  the  fame  City,  and  the  punilhing  of  them  for  their  Of¬ 
fences  in  not  well  executing,  pradifing,  or  ufing  that  Faculty  *  And  alfo  the 
fupervifing  and  fearching  of  all  manner  of  Medicines  and  the  Receipts  thereof, 
to  be  given,  adminiftred,  and  applied  by  the  faid  Phyficians,  or  any  of  them, 
to  the  faid  King’s  Subjeds  for  the  curing  and  healing  of  their  Infirmities,  when 
and  as  often  as  there  lhould  be  Occafion,  for  the  Benefit  and  Advantage  of  the 
faid  Subjeds,  fo  that  the  Punilhment  of  fuch  Phyficians  ufing  the  faid  Faculty 
of  Phyfick,  fo  offending  in  the  Premiffes,  might  be  executed  by  Fines,  Amercia¬ 
ments,  Imprifonments  of  their  Bodies,  and  by  other  fit  and  reafonable  Ways. 

ftlljEEEdjS  in  the  Parliament  held  at  London  the  Fifteenth  Day  of  April. , 
in  the  Fourteenth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  the  faid  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  and 
from  thence  adjourned  to  Weftminfler  the  laft  Day  of  July,  in  the  Fifteenth 
Year  of  the  Reign  of  the  fame  King,  and  there  held.  Reciting,  That  forafmuch 
as  the  making  the  faid  Corporation  was  meritorious,  and  very  good  for  the 
Common- Wealth  of  the  Realm,  it  was  Enaded,  That  the  faid  Corporation  of 
the  faid  Commonalty  and  Fellowfhip  of  the  Faculty  of  Phyfick  aforefaid, 
and  all  and  every  Grant,  Articles,  and  other  Thing  contained  and  fpecified  in 
the  faid  Letters  Patent  lhould  be  approved,  granted,  ratified  and  confirmed  in 
the  fame  Parliament,  and  clearly  authorized  and  admitted  by  the  fame  good, 
lawful  and  available  to  the  faid  Body  Politick,  and  their  Succefiors  for  ever,  in 
as  ample  and  large  Manner  as  may  be  taken,  thought,  and  conftrued  by  the  fame. 

IflljECEtlS  by  0De  other  Aft  of  Parliament,  made  in  the  Thirty  Second 
Year  ol  the  Reign  of  the  faid  King  Henry  VIII.  entitled.  For  Phyficians  and  tbeit 
Privileges  •,  it  is,  among  other  Things,  enadted,  ordained,  and  eftablilhed  for 
the  Common- Wealth  and  Surety  of  the' Subjeds  of  this  Realm,  That  the  Pre^ 
fident  for  the  Time  being,  Commons  and  Fellows  of  the  faid  Corporation,  and 
their  Succeffors,  might  Yearly,  at  fuch  Time  as  they  fhould  think  moft  meet 
and  convenient  for  the  fame,  eled  and  choofe  Four  Perfons  of  the  faid  Com¬ 
mons  and  Fellows  of  the  beft  learned,  wifeft,  and  moft  difcreet,  fuch  as  they 
lhould  think  convenient  and  have  Experience  in  the  faid  Faculty  of  Phyfick, 
and  that  the  faid  Four  Perfons  fo  eleded  and  chofen,  after  a  corporal  Oath  to 
them  miniftred  by  the  faid  Prefident  or  his  Deputy,  lhould  and  might,  by 
Virtue  of  that  Ad,  have  full  Authority  and  Power,  as  often  as  they  fhould 
think  meet  and  convenient,  to  enter  into  the  Houfe  or  Houfes  of  all  and  every 
Apothecary,  then,  or  at  any  time  then  after  ufing  the  Myftery  or  Craft  of 
Apothecary,  within  the  faid  City  only,  to  fearch,  view,  and  fee  fuch  Apothe¬ 
cary  Wares,  Drugs,  and  Stuffs,  as  the  Apothecaries,  or  any  of  them,  had,  or 
at  any  Time  then  after,  fhould  have  in  their  Houfe  or  Houfes  $  and  all  fuch 
Wares,  Drugs,  and  Stuffs,  as  the  faid  Four  Perfons  fhould  then  find  defective 
<^™pted,  and  not  ^ meet  nor  convenient  to  be  miniftred  in  any  Medicines  for 
the  Health  of  Man  s  Body,  the  fame  Four  Perfons,  calling  to  them  the  War¬ 
dens  of  the  faid  Myftery  of  Apothecaries  within  the  faid  City  for  the  Time 
being,  or  One  of  them,  fhould  caufe  to  be  burnt,  or  otherwife  dcftroy  the 
feme,  as  they  fhould  think  meet  by  their  Discretion ;  and  if  the  faid  Apothe¬ 
caries, 
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caries,  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  then  after,  fhould  obftinately  or  willingly 
refufe  or  deny  the  faid  Four  Perfons  Yearly  elefted  and  chofen,  as  is  aforefaid^ 
to  enter  into  their  faid  Houfe  or  Houfes  for  the  Caufes,  Intent,  and  Purpofe 
before  rehearfed,  that  they,  and  every  of  them,  fo  offending,  contrary  to  the 
faid  daft  recited  Aft,  for  every  Time  that  he  or  they  fhould  fo  offend,  to  for¬ 
feit  One  hundred  Shillings,  the  one  Half  to  his  Majefty,  and  the  other  Half  to 
him  that  would  fue  fos  the  fame,  by  Aftion  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint  or  Informa¬ 
tion  in  any  of  the  King’s  Courts,  wherein  no  Wager  of  Law,  Effoign,  or 
Protection  fhould  be  allowed. 

SLID  US[)Cl*CtJ0  by  one  other  Aft,  made  in  the  Pirft  Year  of  the  Reign  of 
Queen  Mary,  Intituled,  An  Att  touching  the  Corporation  of  the  Yhyficians  in 
London,  it  is,  among  other  Things,  Enafted,  for  the  better  Execution  of  the 
Search  and  View  of  Poticary  Wares,  Drugs,  and  Compofitions  according  to 
the  Tenour  of  the  faid  Statute  made  in  the  Thirty  Second  Year  of  the  Reign 
of  the  faid  King  henry  VIII.  that  it  fhould  be  lawful  for  the  Wardens  of  the 
Grocers,  or  one  of  them,  to  go  with  the  faid  Phyficiaris  in  their  View  and 
Search,  and  that  if  the  faid  Warden  or  Wardens  fhould  refufe  or  delay  his  or 
their  coming  thereunto,  forthwith,  and  immediately,  when  the  faid  Prefident 
or  Four  of  his  College,  eleft  as  aforefaid,  fhould  call  upon  him  or  them,  that 
then  the  faid  Phyficians  might  and  fhould  execute  that  Search  and  View, 
and  the  dtie  Punifhment  of  the  Poticaries,  for  any  their  evil  and  faulty  Stuff, 
according  to  the  Statute  therein  laft  before  mentioned,  without  the  Afliftance 
of  any  of  the  faid  Wardens  j  any  Claufe  in  the  faid  therein  aforenamed  Statute 
to  the  contrary  thereof  notwithftanding  :  And  every  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  as 
would  or  fhould  refill  fuch  Search,  fhould  forfeit  for  every  fuch  Refiftance,  Ten 
Pounds,  the  fame  Penalty  to  be  recovered  in  the  Manner  in  the  fame  Aft 
mentioned. 

SUlB  tt  10  tljEtehp  futtljei-  Cltacte&j  That  all  Juftices,  Mayors,  Sheriffs, 
Bayliffs,  Conftables  and  other  Minifters  and  Officers  within  the  City,  and  Pre- 
cinfts  above- written,  upon  Requeft  to  them  made,  fhould  help,  aid  and  afftfl 
the  Prefident  6f  the  faid  College, .  and  all  Perfons  by  them  from  time  to 
time  authorized  for  the  due  Execution  of  the  faid  Afts  or  Statutes,  upon  Pain, 
for  not  giving  of  fuch  Aid,  Help  and  Affiftance,  to  run  in  Contempt  of  the 
QUE  EN’s  Majefty,  her  Heirs  and  Succeffors;  as  by  the  faid  feveral  recited 
Statutes  may  appear. 

3nB  UlljECCftSS  it  has  been  found  by  Experience,  that  the  faid  feveral  recited 
Statutes,  and  the  Powers  thereby  given  to  the  faid  College  of  Phyficians,  and 
fuch  Four  Perfons  chofen  by  them  as  aforefaid,  have  been  very  beneficial  to  the 
Subjefts  of  this  Realm  \  But  neverthelefs,  divers  other  Apothecaries  dwelling  in 
the  Suburbs  of  the  faid  City,  and  in  Places  in  the  Country  within  Seven 
Miles  Circuit  of  the  fame  City,  and  alfo  divers  other  Perfons,  as  well  as 
Apothecaries  inhabiting  within  the  faid  City  of  London ,  or  Seven  Miles  Cir¬ 
cuit  bf  the  fame  City,  do  fell  Drugs,  Oyls,  Waters  and  Compofitions  ufed 
or  to  be  ufed  for  Medicines  which  ought  to  be  viewed,  fearched,  and  examined, 
as  well  as  thofe  prepared  and  fold  by  the  Apothecaries  *  and  the  want  of  fuffi- 
cient  Powers  for  that  Purpofe,  may  be  very  detrimental  to  the  Health  of  his 
Majefty’s  Subjefts  :
